(ZP) 
Miners w orking in relays b last­ 
ed t h r o u g h tons of roc k tonight In 
an atte m p t to reach th r e e T o ro n t o 
men tr a p p e d 350 feet down in the 
Moose River gold mine by ii cave­ 
in last night.

ed Increased w h e n am oke was seen 
curling fro m rock crevices today.

tra p p e d a r e R. E. Magill, 
lawyer, and Dr. D. E. R obertson,

R escue crews believed the th re e 
may have gained the sh elter of a n ­ 
other tu n n e l before th e m ass of 
rock crashed down from the roof 
of th** log disused mine, Tf> miles 
from Halifax. 
T h e y hoped th e sm oke m e ant 
the tra p p e d m en may have built 
a fire to keep themselves w arm .

NUSUAL conditions create special fire 
hazards. 
Such a situation was I lie result of the 
great floods which recently swept over a 
large part of tho country, taking 
many 
lives, 
making 
hundreds 
of 
thousands 
homeless, and doing a tremendous amount 
of property damage. 
Tile National Board 
of Fire Underwriters immediately issued 
lire warnings to inhabitants of tho strick­ 
en areas, pointing out that the least pos­ 
sible use of fire in properties which had 
been subjected to flood dam age was high­ 
ly desirable if conflagrations were to be 
avoided. 
The Board said that extreme 
taro should he exercised 
with 
candles, 
lamps and improvised heating units, and 
that chimneys, fireplaces and flues should 
he thoroughly inspected and repaired be­ 
fore being again put to service. 
Accent 
was laid on tile great danger of using elec­ 
tric c u rren t where wiring and equipment 
has been submerged by water. 
Observance 
of these precautions, th*' Board concluded, 
might forestall catastrophes as 
bad 
or 
worse than the floods themselves. 
Even if you live in an area untouched 
by flood, the change of seasons alone cre­ 
ates conditions highly favorable to the ou t­ 
break and spread of destructive fire. 
It 
won’t be long until the dry season starts! 
in many states, and homeowners will burn 
brush and trash and clean up their prop­ 
erties. 
The utmost care must be employed 
if this is to be done safely 
many a de­ 
structive fire has started from a "little” 
burning brush pile that got beyond con­ 
trol. 
Under the best of circumstances, 
the 
chance of fire Is always present 
but it 
can t>e reduced to a minimum with fore­ 
thought, care and knowledge. 
Every one 
of us can spare the time to safeguard our 
property from the fire demon.

OUGGESTION by the state highway do-
